PREMIER TO ACCEPT 
SOME OF DEMANDS 
London, November 22.—A Cairo 
dispatch to the Exchange Telegraph 
states that Premier Zagloul in- 
formed the chamber that the cabi- 
net proposer to accept the British 
demand for payment, as compen- 
sation, but not as indemnity. It 
had als agreed to arrest and pun- 
ish the criminals, but the other 
demands would be rejected.

Cairo, November 22—Only wait- 
ing until the body of Major General 
Sir Lee Stack, the sirdar who was 
assassivated yesterday, had been com- 
mitted to the grave, Lord Allenby, 
British high commissioner in Egypt, 
this afternoon called upon Premier 
Zagleul Pasha and presented a note 
from the British government demand- 
ing eomplete satisfaction for the sir- 
dar’s assassination, the crime being 
a culmination :of. @ large number of 
anti-British outrages committed 
Cairo during the past three years. 

The note, which calls for a reply 
within 24 hours, demands a full apol- 
ogy from the Egyptian government, 
condign punishment of the criminals 
without respect to position, compensa- 
tian of 500,000 pounds and several 
other demands which, while not modi- 
fying the political relations between 
Egypt and Great Britain, will tend 
tv consolidate and guarantee the 
rights and privileges Great Britain 
claims in her relations with that coun- 
try, particularly her refusal to make 
any concessions to Egyptian claims to 
control of the government of Sudan. 

Allenby Makes Demands. 

Lord Allenby was attired in a sim- 
ple lounge suit, but there was ample 
evidence in the presence of a regiment 
uf cavalry accompanying him, and in 
the royal salutes accorded him, both 
on his arrival and departure from 
tLe government building, of the stern 
nature of his errand. 

The high commissioner read the 
note to the premier in English, also 
handing him a French translation. 
The interview only occupied five min- 
utes, but the unusual circumstances

Recalled by Dr. Elliott 


BY DR. THOMAS M. ELLIOTT. 

When the city editor of “the stand- 
ard newspaper of the south” learned 
that I had spent the greater part of 
my young life in and around Atlanta 
he asked that I write for Constitution 
readers a few paragraphs of reminis- 
cences, giving my observations on the 
growth of Atlanta. things in general, 
and the state of the country.

There were probably not more than 
500 telephones in Atlanta then and 
the exchange was located on the third 
floor of the building on the northwest 
corner of Broad and Marietta stce>ts. 

One of the impressive things to me 
in the growth of Atlanta in recent 
‘years is the splendid humanitarian 
spirit that its people possess. In my 
hovhood davs here the means of help- 
ing the down-and-out were few and 
simple. Contrast that situation with 
that of the present when the whole 
of Atlanta’s citizenry unite to raise 
a Community Chest fund of nearly 
three-quarters of a million dollars for 
the help of nearly three-score insti- 
tutions to help the unfortunate.

WALSH IN FAVOR 
OF TAX PUBLICITY

Washington, November ~Sena- 
tor Thomas J. Walsh, of Montana, 
‘investigator of the Teapot Dome 
leases, declared in a statement to- 
night that he was strongly in favor 
of invest@ating income tax returns 
and would oppose the repeal of the 
publicity proyision of the tax law. 

Walsh especially urged investigat- 
ing what he described as the com- 
paratively small payments of Harry 
F. Sinclair and J. P. Morgan and 
urged that a congressional committee 
begin an inquiry into numerous tax 
payments. 

Because of the reputation he earn- 
ed in the Jast congress as an insistent 
investigator, Walsh's statement has 
aroused attention here. In his pres- 
ent attitude, he refuses to follow 
some of the democratic leaders who 
desire repeal of the publicity provi- 
sion and aligns himself with the group 
which demands even greater publi- 
city. 

Asks Why Small Returns. 

“When we read the extraordinarily 
small returns of some of the big mii- 
lionaires, whose incomes are reputed 
to be tremendous, the natural ques- 
tion arises as to how they figured 
such a small return to the govern- 
ment,” Walsh said. 

“T believe that everything should 
be made public. There is no excuse 
for secrecy and I will do all in my 
power toward adoption of a new and 
more comprehensive law. 

“Meantime, I believe 
senate committee—perhaps the Cou- 
zens committee investigating the in- 
ternal revenue )ureau—should find 
out immediately why some men with 


big incomes pay such small taxes.” 

Senator Couzens said his commit- 
tee was empowered to go into tl. 
matter and that he personally favor- 
ed it, although the question had not 
yet been considered by the full com- 
mittee. He said that if it was not 
taken up as a separate issue, he be- 
lieved the same result would be at- 
tained in the natural course of the 
investigation. 

Differs With Harrison. 

Walsh differed with the view re- 
cently expressed by Senator Harr- 
son, of Mississippi, that the publi- 
city law had caused great inconven'- 
ence to business. Harrison, who 
voted for the present law, announced 
he had changed his views and would 
vote for its repeal. 

“The only excuse for secrecy is dis- 
honesty or irregularities,” Walsh 
said. “Im many states, all tax re- 
turns are made public. A man 1s 
required to state his tangible and 
intangible assets. 

“And if the amount is made pul- 
lis, the entire return should be made 
public to show how the amount was 
arrived at.” 

Chairman Smoot, of the finance 
committee, is going ahead with his 
amendment to kill the new law and 
make all tax matters secret. 

The issue will be brought to the 
floor of the senate soon after the De 
cember session convenes, 


Oklahoma C ourt 
Guarantees F air 
Trial tor Negro 


Oklahoma City, November 22.—A 
Jew, a Catholic or a negro, when on 
trial, must bé permitted to question 
prospective jurors with regard to af- 
filiation with the Ku Klux Klan, ac- 
cording to an opinion handed down 
today by the criminal court of 4p- 
peals. 

Because District Judge B. B. 
Wheeler. of Muscogee, would not per- 
mit attorneys for Alex Johnson, negre. 
to question prospective jurors on this 
point, Johnson's conviction on a 
charge of larceny of livestock was or- 
dered set aside by the appeals court 
and the case retried. 

Pointing out that the right to trial 
by impartial jury is one of the 
cardinal guarantees of the constitu- 
tion, Associate Justice E. 8. Besser. 
who wrote the opinion, held that such 
a trial is impossible “where a jury 
is composed of partisans with fixed 
preconceived notions of what should 
be done with the accused on account 
of his race or religious beliefs.” 

Membership in an organization may 
be made a matter of inquiry in .any 
case where the interests of the «e- 
fendants may be materially affected, 
so that he may intelligently exercise 
his rights to challenge a hostile juror 
either peremptorily or for cause,” the 
opinion said. 

The opinion cited numerous author- 
ties to sustain its position, even going 
back beyond the organization of the 
original Ku Klux Klan and citing a 
California case decided seventy yerrs 
ago, when the Know Nothing Party, 
which opposed Catholics and &liens 
flourished.

Hoar, who entered the senate in 
and whose term overlapped 
odge’s, was as distinguished for 
scholarship as Lodge, and even more 
distinguished in the classics. 

As I reread this, I am moved to 
some concern lest [ may seem to have 
compared the scholarship of Lodge 
and Borah, unfavorably to the latter. 
To leave such an inference would be 
most incorrect. Borah, during his 
senatorial years, has devoted even 
more time and vitality to books and 
the highest fields of scholarship than 
Lodge. Borah did not have the 
equivalent in formal education of 
what Lodge had as a youth and at 
IIarvard college. But for all his ma- 
ture lifetime Borah has devoted his 
leisure to worth-while books. You 
find him repeatedly with a volume of 
Burke or something similar in his 
pocket, Borah’s mind is fully as ex- 
act as Lodge’s was and much more 
richly vital. Of the speeches that 
Borah and Lodge have made in the 
senate during eighteen years past, no 
one would make a comparison in any 
respect unfavorable to Borah. 

Borah’s Trip West. 

I have said that Borah went to 
Idaho the year Lodge was getting 
ready to be United States senator 
from Massachusetts. That trip of a 
young lawyer seeking his fortune by 
going west was more picturesque and 
more rich and valuable in interesting 
and human experience than probably 
any mortal trip Lodge ever took. It 
was a two-day trip from Kansas 
west, and Borah, being poor, spent 
his nights catching such naps as he 
could in the day coaches. The first 
night out his seatmate was a sales- 
man for a harvesting machinery com- 
pany, who-advised the young lawyer 
to try Portland. The second night 
out the stranger who shared Borah’s 
seat advised him to try Boise and 
said that he himself had lived at 
Pocatello near by and would be glad 
to help the young lawyer. After 
Borah had stopped‘at Boise, chiefly 
because he hadn’t enough money to 
zo on to Portland, it was this 
stranger who sent him his first case. 
The case involved the killing of a! 
Chinaman, One of the _ situations 
that arose in the trial before the 
frontier justice of the peace was a 
plea to the effect that since a China- 
man was not a citizen, therefore he 
could not be said to be a corporeal 
entity nor his dead body to compose a 
corpus delicti in the ordinary sense— 
for which reasons the claim was made 
that the killing of a Chinaman was 
not truly murder, but, if any crime 
at all, something short of that.

CAPTAIN CONVINCED WEIRD YARN IS UNTRUE :: 


Believed To Be Pure Fake 


New York, November 22.—Captain 
Paul C. Grening of the United Stata 
liner President Harding, a mail boat, 


docked his ship today, convinced he 
had been fooled by a weird sea yarn 
when the British auxiliary schooner 
Veronica held him for two hours in 
the North Atlantic last Wednesday 
night, while her bearded master spun 
a tale of high seas piracy. 

Captain Grening related that at 
dusk Wednesday, on receiving 8S. O. 
S. flares and rockets 100 miles >ff 
Cape Sable, he turned the liner about 
and headed for the vessel signalling 
distress. It proved to be the Veronica. 
Strangely enough, the Harding’s mis- 
ter said, the schooner, with all sails 
set, started off as if in flight. Puz- 
zled, Captain Grening ordered a pur- 
suit and got within hailing distance 
in an hour. Chief Officer Wilkinson 
put off in a small boat and went to 
the schooner. whose crew greeted him 
by lowering a case of whisky into his 
craft, A sound case was started, but 
Wilkinson promitly ordered this 
stopped, whereupon the Veronica’s 
master, a picturesque, long-beared in- 
dividual, began a megaphone conver- 
sation with Captain Grening. 

His vessel had been boarded two 
days before by hi-jackers, the skipper 
said, the crew herded into the fore- 
castle and the ship looted of its liquor 
cargo. The rum pirates then had 
cut away his anchor, taken the mag- 
nets from his compass and made off 
with other instruments of navigatio..

our food supply from contamination is 
justified and laudable. Any food ar- 
_ticle subject to rapid decomposition is 
dangerous, especially fresh meats, milk, 
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fresh fish or other fresh sea foods. 
Fortunately a physical examination 
of meats, fish and sea food enables 


any person reasonably familiar witb 
these products to pass on the their 
fitness for food; providing, of course, 
the tainted meats have not been high- 
ly seasoned, ground and put in casings. 
the quality of milk is not so easily 
determined. Even normal milk, fresh 
from the cows, varies in color sid 
composition. 

Guernsey cattle are known for the 
deep, mellow, yellowish tint of their 
milk, while Holstein breeders market 
the milk of Holstein cattle under the 
trade name of “White Nectar,” and 
Jersey breeders call special attenion 
to the cream line. 


All milk, soon after being drawn 
from the udder, becomes bacterially 
contaminated. Except for bacterial 
contamination, milk would keep in- 
definitely. 

This statement of faets need not give 
anyone neediess worry, because every- 
thing else with which we come in con- 
tact is also bacterially contaminated, 
including our hands, the dishes, our 
food, drink and the atmosphere; scien- 
tifically considered, ‘““The lovelorn jug- 
gle with death every time they press 
each other's lips.” 

Still—the world moves on. 

Many kind of bacteria are essential 


to our welfare; others, even as some) 


of our neighbors, cause much concern 
and some trouble.

Two methods are 
in practice to attain results; one is 
inspection of dairies, milk depots, 
creameries and other’ distributing 
places reinforced by laboratory ex- 
amination of milk samples collected 
by inspectors; the other method ad- 
vocated aims at (@:troying the bacteria 
in the milk (pasteurization).

our milk supply. But pasteurization, 
in common with other services depend- 
ing on human efficiency, is frequently 
done inefficiently. Improperly pas- 
less safe than the 
same grade of raw milk hecause it 
gives to the consumer an unjustified 
feeling of safety. It would be folly 
to think that nl) pasteurization nlants 
are models of efficiency and cleanli- 
ness. - Pasteurization plants, as well 


as dairies, need inspection and super- | 


vision. Even properly pasteurized 
milk is absolutely safe only when it 
is kept and handled under the same 
precautions that should govern the 
handling of raw market milk. 

Since the pure milk agitation in 
Atlanta has been in progress the dairy 
inspectors of the department of agri- 
eulture were instructed to take sam- 
ples from various distributors sup- 
plying the Atlanta milk market and 
from leading hotels, restaurants and 
soft drink places. Much of this milk 
is pasteurized milk and the bacterial 
count of pasteurized milk varied from 
30,000 to as much as 10,000,000 per 
cubie centimeter. 

This should not be interpreted as 
evidence to condemn pasteurization. 
but it does show that pasteurization 
cannot be relied on to exclusively or 
permanently safeguard our milk sup- 
ply.

(c) Pasterrized milk. 

On page 550 of the volume quoted 
he uses the fallowing language: 

“Pasteurized milk includes whole 
milk, skim milk and cream prodntwd 
on dairy farms not capable of meeting 
the requirements of certified and in- 
spected milk, etc.” 

Good, safe laws, regulations or or- 
dinances are very desirable, but the 
service they render, the results they 
obtata depends on their enforcement. 
Inadequate laws, regulations or ordi- 
nanees effectively and consistently en- 
forced show marvelous results. Ideal 
laws,.reguiations or ordinances poor- 
ly enforced or made the basis of po- 
litieal expediencies are q tragedy to 
public welfare.

Few people realize when using a 


paint brush that the bristles probably | 
were taken from a hog in far-off Si- 
beria. Or, the bristles might be Chi- 
nese bristles, white French 
German bleached bristles, Indian or 
Calcutta bristles, as all of these are 
used in paint and varnish brushes, 

For brushes of soft hair various furs 
are used such as eastern skunk nair, | 
badger hair, civet cat tails and sable 
hair. These materials range in price 
from 65c per pound to $220 per pound. 
From this one readily sees that some) 
paint brushes are cheap while others 
are expensive, | 

Many other things besides bristles 
and hair enter into the manufactur-| 
ing of the paint brush. For instance, 
the handles are made of beech, cher- 
ry and sycamore. The ferrules are 
formed of bright tin, nickled tin, | 
nickled steel, brass, copper, seamless 
steel and wire. | 

Since the vulcanizing process of se- 
euring the bristles has been estab- 
ished, there has been only a small | 
amount of glue and shellac used. Pure 
Para rubber cement. This compound | 
securely fastens the bristles after vul- 
canizing. 

Leather is used extensively in bind- 
ing paint brushes, and is cut from 
6 1-2-ounce leather. 

Other materials which enter into 
the manufacture of brushes are flax- 
seed for the gumming of the brushes | 
preparatory to vulcanization. whiten- 
ing or chalk, camphor, varnishes in 
all colors for finishing the handles, as 
well as paint for striping the leather 
bound brushes and the oval varnish 
brushes. In addition to this a great 
quantity of paper of all sorts and pa-

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Realty License Law 
Is Being Sponsored 


By Georgia Dealers 


Efforts have been made for several 
years by the leading members of the 
real estate fraternity of Georgia to 
secure laws for this state surround- 
ing entrance into the real estate busi- 
ness, and protecting the business, as 
well as the public, from men and 
women unfitted for the responsibili- 
ties of this important business rela- 
tionship. 

Various laws have been framed by 
realtors interested in the passage of 
legislation covering the real estate 
business, and one or more of these 


have been introduced in the ‘legis- 
lature, only to meet with failure for 
one reason or another, but plans are 


now on foot to frame a license law 


for Georgia that will meet the situa- 
tidn fully and provide for restriction 
to be thrown about applications for 
licenses, 

One of the laws that is now being 
framed provides for the establishment 
of a real estate commission, patterned 
something like the “blue sky” commis- 
sion of the state. It will be impos- 
sible under this law for anyone to 

o real estate business or act as @ 
broker without securing the license 
from this commission. 

The cost of a license, it is proposed, 
shall be $10 for each broker and an 
additional &5 for each salesman éeim- 
ployed by the broker of house, 

Penalty Provided. 

The proposed law also covers false 
promises, undne solicitations for busi- 
ness, false claims and advertising and 
other abuses often met in the 
estate business. A penalty is pro 
vided for violation of the law. 

The new law covers much of the 
ground gone over by the famous code 
cf ethics adopted last sufifer the 
National Association of Real te 
Beards, which is said to be a splen- 
did document designed to control the 
actions of a real estate man in 
relations with his client.

I would suggest that those who |

no control, which are not known to 
the average outsider, but which have 
direct bearing on the success of fail- 
ure of his team. These should be 
weighed carefuly and fairly. 

The average college coach is an 
expert in his line, and his job should 
not be constantly endangered by out-

Palto Alta, November 22.—There is | 
considerable difference in the buddle | 
system as it is practiced in the east 
and here in the far west. In fact, 
it is in high disfavor with most foot- 
ball followers up and down the Pa- 
cific coast, largely because of the 
delays which it bas injected into the 
game, 

ln the east Princeton, for instance, 
gets off more plays in the same 
length of time through huddling than 
with the old system of signal calling. 
With other teams in the east it alse 
has bad a tendency to speed up play. 
Out here the reverse seems to 
true. ‘Too much time, so charge its 
critics, is tuken up. Instead of merely 
taking time to call the signal for the 
next play during huddling additional 
time also ss speut in conference. 

Western objections to the huddle 
probably will disappear and play be 
speeded up as officials adopt a firmer 
attitude in handling it. ‘The success 
of the huddle system as it has been 
demonstrated in the east depends 
upon officials telling the team using 
it “this is for siguals only—not for 
a conference of war.” 

System Is Listless. 

The writers own impression of 
huddling is that i+ takes a lot of life 
and snap out of the team using it; 
it is too machine-like. There ia lack- 
ing, apparently, the inspiring element 
which comes to the piayerg in the 
yuarterback’s barking signals. 

The east is developing and using 

the forward pass more freely than the 
west, but the west has developed 
greater accuracy. There also ig @ 
difference in shifts; and a tendency 
toward more open play among east- 
ern teams, In such games as the 
writer has secn in the west the shifts 
have not been so wide except in 
certain kinds of plays. For ordinary 
play the are wider in the east, es- 
pecially on the strong side of the line. 
In the West shifts are not so wide on 
the strong side, but there is more 
opening up and more drive in plays 
on the shor: side of the line. 
_ The same opinion regarding scout- 
ing seems to prevail here in the west 
as in the east; that it has been car- 
ried too far and also that it will help 
eliminate itself in time. The useful- 
lessness of scouting will bring its 
downfall. The wise coach knows when 
he is being scouted and does not un- 
cover anything. Frequently the results 
of scouting, too, have been most harm- 
ful to the side resorting to it. Coaches 
who know they have been scouted by 
certain opponents have made different 
plays out of the same preliminary mo- 
tions, frequently with disastrous re- 
sults to the opposition which was look- 
ing and had arrayed itself for an en- 
tirely different play.

Sensational charges preferred re- 
cently against the police committee of 
eity council by D:. C. C. Aven, mem- 
ber of the general body, were revived 
Saturday night by Alderman Bob Gor. 
don, who demanded that Dr. Avep 
make public the names of members 
af the police committee alleged to have 
been guilty of protecting houses of 
questionable character. 

“IT have been absent from the city 
for six weeks,” Alderman Gordon said, 
explaining that he had been in Florida 
attending to business interests there. 
“On my return my attention has been 
directed to charges of Dr. Aven that 
members of the police committee pro- 
tected houses of questionable reputa- 
tion. 

“IT am a member of the police com- 
mittee, and I feel that Dr. Aven should 
give the public the benefit of any in- 
formation he claims to have on this 
subject. If his information is correct, 
the members should be exposed; if in- 
correct, the entire committee should 
be cleared of any possible’ suspicion 
and Dr. Aven should retract his state- 
ment. 

“If Dr, Aven was referring to me 
among those under charge, I partic- 
ularly want the fact to be made pub- 
lic. At any rate, I demand that he 
release the names of the police coim- 
mittee members to whom his charges 
referred.” 

Dr. Aven, later informed of Alder- 
man Gordon's demand, said he did not 
care to reply at length znd consid- 
ered the incident of the charges as 
viosed. 

“T did not directly make the charge 
that police committee members were 
protecting questionable houses,” he 
said. “I said that it was rumored 
that such was the case. It is true 
certain policemen have told me things 
and agreed to testify to their truth 
in event of a councilmanic probe.

“That plastering is as old as the 
hiilding of earthly domiciles, even 
dating back to the time when men 
lived in caves, is evidenced by facts 
‘hat have been discovered by archaeolo- 
wists and explorers who delved into 
Nuried and ruined cities of ancient 
‘imes. History also tells of the art 
and its application to the homes of 
men in other ages; and much inter- 
esting data is to be found dealing not 
only with the art of plastering houses 
hut with the mineral element from 
which it is made. This material, it is

A description of this 
mineral, which is produced in Jarge 


quantities in many parts of the world, 
is given below. 
Used *by King Tut. 
King Amenhotep ruled Egypt about 


1400 B. C. He built a harem mighty 
in size and glorious in appearance. 
Still standing in its ruins are wall- 
panels of gypsum plaster. 

When Lord Carnavon’s party broke 
the seal of ages and entered the tomb 
of King Tut-Ankh-Amen they found 
hewn masonry walls covered with gyp- 
sum plaster. The Egyptians devised 
an odd use for this-material. They 
covered their mummy-cases with it as 
a base for those painted portraits and 
hieroglyphics which are the source of 
much of our knowledge of ancient 
life and culture. 

In China and India, too, are shrines 
and palaces, many generations old, 
walled and ceiled with gypsum plaster. 
Excavators found it in the Homeric 
city of Mycenae in Asia Minor. Col- 
ored plaster appears in the remains of 
the Temple of Jupiter Aegina, built 
570 B. C. Ornamental plastering— 
well-designed panels and figures of 
harpies—covers the ceiling of the Tem- 
ple of the Stymphalides. 

This art was importel to Italy Ly 
the Greeks. The ruins of Pompeii 
are a veritable museum of decorative 
plaster work. ‘Not only did it dec- 
orate,” remarks the historian, “but it 
preserved the fragile and inflammable 
structures by its fireproof coating.” 
For a thousand years, during the reign 
of the barbarians, this art was lost 
to Italy. But it was brought by the 
Moore from the Far East into Spain, 
as the magnificent ornamental plaster 
work in the Alhambra shows. 

Employed by Raphael’s Uncle. 

Architects and artists during the 
Renaissance revived it in Italy. Raph- 
ael’s uncle was one of the earliest 
practitioners of the rediscovered art. 
Michael Angelo insisted on three coats 
f gypsum plaster (or “stucco,” as 
Italians called, and still call, it) as the 
base for his superb mural paintings. 
Andrea Verrochin invent plaster

of at Venice. — 

This new art was eagerly accepted 
for some of the most. magnificent 
buildings of the Renaissance. The 
dacal palace, built in 1570, and today 
visited by thousands of tourists, was 
plastered with gypsum. And the walls 
of the famous Palazzo Vecchio at 
Florence, typical of the rich orna- 
mental plastering of the Renaissance 
artists and artisans, “after 500 years, 
are almest as sound as the day they 
were plastered.” 


Francis I, king of France, in 153€, 
brought Francesco Primaticcio, a fa- 
mous Florentine plasterer, to Paris 
to build the first unit of the palace at 
Versailles. It was discovered that the 
whole city was underlain .by vast 
strata of gypsum, and it was from this 
fact that the modern phrase “plaster 
of Paris” came into usage.: Mean- 
while Henry II of England, envied 
the gorgeous ornamental work per- 
formed by Francis’ artisans, and much 
of the diplomatic correspondence of 
those days had to do with negotia- 
tions for bringing “cunning plaister- 
ers’ from one court to another. 


Made Famous by Franklin. 


In the United States gypsum was 
used first as a fertilizer. Ben Frank- 
lin was its earliest sponsor. Accord- 
ing to a U. S. department of the in- 
terior bulletin, he had a clover field 
sloping down to one of the main 
highways of Philadelphia. In this 
he showed ground gypsum in the form 
of the words: “Land plaster used 
here—Ben Franklin.” Before the sum- 
mer was far advanced, these words 
showed up clear on the hillside due to 
the unusually tall and full-colored 
growth of the clover fertilized by gyp- 
sum. 


Franklin interested George Wash- 
ington in this “mineral manure,” and 
the First President persuaded a Judge 
Peters, of Virginia, to write the first 
book on agricultural gypsum evgs pub- 
lished in this country. Gypsum has 
continued to be used for this purpose 
ever since. But its first use for 
wall plaster in America did not take 
place until about 1834. 


At that time there stood in Staten 
Island a gypsum plant, the forerun- 
ner of the great mill of the United 
States Gypsum company Of today, 
which made “land plaster” by grinding 
gypsum rock imported from Nova Sco-

These were the beginnings of the 
modern American gypsum wall plaster 
industry. Today this material is the 
standard for the interior finishes of 
all types of buildings, ‘ millions 
of tons of it are used in the Unjted 


States. 
Is Calcium Sulphate. 

Gypsum is calcium sulphate found 
in rock formation in many parts of 
the country. It is mined or quarried, 
crushed and then calcined—that is, 
subjected to intense heat. The heat 
drives off the water of crystallization 
and reduces the gypsum to a fine 
powder. When this is air-dried and 
reground, it is plaster. When this 
plaster powder is’ mixed with water, 
it again takes up its weter of crystal. 
lization and “sets,” or returns to its 
original rock-form minus the impur- 
ities. - 

These simple processes constitute 
the chemistry of plastering. They sug- 
gest two of the most important char- 
acteristics of the material. The first 
is durability. Gypsum plaster is rock ; 
and the references made to ancient 
buildings still standing and in good 
condition prove that this rock-nature 
gives permanence and _ structural 
strength to walls and ceilings built of 
it. The second outstanding quality of 
gypsum is that it is fireproof. Sub- 
jected to intense heat it does not burn: 
it slowly calcines, releasing its water 
of crystallization in a thin barrier of 
steam which retards the progress of 
the flames. 


Why it is necessary to take the 
gypsum rock, reduce it to a wder, 
make a wet mix of it and then re- 
store it to rock-form? Because the 
plastic substance is easier to handle 
than slabs of rock would be. In this 
answer is contained a third quality of 
gypsum plaster that is responsible 
for its widespread use today. Work- 
men like to handle it because it has 
“slip;” it “works fat” under the 
trowel, and there is no danger of in- 
jured hands as in the case of lime 


mortar. 
Economical Material. 
Moreover, gypsum plaster is eco- 


finishing materials. And, properly 
applied by a reputable plasterer, gyp- 
sum produces a wall that is freer of 
blemishes than a wall of any other 
material. That is why the value of 


gypsum plaster was recognized by the 


builders of antiquity: why the art 
never has been allowed to be lost to 
the race, and why more gypsum plas- 


btains the plast 
which it recommends to owners 
builders.

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Furthermore, there are the numerous modern appliances to promote the com- 
fort of guests to be considered. For instance, the present system of mechanical 
refrigeration. Deep in the sub-basement are the giant refrigerating machines, whose 
task it is not only to keep the cold storage rooms where perishable foods are kept at 
a low temperature, but also to provide circulating ice water to every guest room. 
The architect must provide pipes:for these and proper distribution throughout the 
building. The same thing applies to electric appliances so extensively used for a 
dozen purposes, thesheating system, ventilation and the different processes of sani- 
tation.

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The Wright company has in Louis 
Wright, its chief engineer, one of the 
best known and most experienced 
kitchen engineers in America. Mr. 
Wright immediately prepared the de- 
sired plans, specifying the size and po 
sition.of each piece of equipment, and

The kitchens and serving rooms lie 
on two sides of the banquet hall and 
main dining room, Along the back 
wall of the main kitchen is the line 
of heavy-duty cooking equipment, with 
a battery of ranges in the center. A 
three-section coal range is flanked by 
a 36-inch charcoal and gas broiler, 
with a modern short-order range which 
has electric griddle, waffle irons and 
egg boilers. On the other side of 
the ranges are. two large 40-gallon 
aluminum-jacketed steam kettles for 
the preparation of meaty, etc., and a 
three compartment vegetable steamer, 
these being set in a steel drip pan. 
Above all these is a galvanized steel 
hood to catch and carcy off all smoke, 
steam and odors. 

Enormous Kitchen, 

In the center of the kitchen, immedi- 
ately back of the ranges, is a 26-foot 
cook’s table, especially manufactured 
in the Wright plant for this purpose. 
The term “table” does not give any 
conception of its many duties or com- 
plex construction. There are, for in- 
stance, a coo”/’s sink, a six-foot steam 
table and a six-foot bairn marie, where 
cooked foods “re kept hot and in per- 
fect conditiop~~all a part of the table. 
Back of the table is a long service 
plate warmer of polished steel, with 
double doors, so that food may be 
placed in one side by the chefs and 
and taken out on the other by the 
waiters. . 

On the other side of the room from 
the ranges is the cold plate and salad 
service, with re*rigerated counter, sink 
and ice pan for salads and fruits and a 


table for preparing sandwiches and 
cold meats. There is also a Century 
cutting machine for slicing many items 
of food which are used in this depart- 
ment. A battery of three coffee urns 
is mounted on an urn stand and cup 
warmer, and nearby is a steam-heated 
roll warmer to keep hot breads in per- 
fect condition. 

The preparation equipment includes 
a 20-inch potato peeler mounted on al 
steel drip pan, a vegetable work ta- 
ble and sink, a butcher’s table, with 
electrically operated meat chopper, a 
tray table and a service plate warmer. 

From the dining rooms, the waiters 
enter directly into the dishwashing 
rooms. Here first is the silver and 
glass division, with special sinks and 
tables for these items. Beyond, is the 
huge Blakeslee dishwasher, capable of 
cleaning perfectly hundreds of dishes 
in a few moments, flanked by long 
tables for receiving and drying the 
dishes. Here are also the storage bins 
for the silver and china, All silver- 
ware is especially polisLed by a ‘Ta- 
hara burnishing machine before it is 
passed again to the dining room, 

Big Rakery. 

The bake shop is equipped with the 
latest and most approved machinery 
for the production of toothsome breads 
and pastry dainties. The ovens are 
heated by electricity and the great 
dough-mixers, which can handle a 
barrel of flour at a time, are also op- 
erated by motors. A steel proving 
oven, with a Century 80-quart heavy- 
duty mixer, a bakers stove, sink, re- 
frigerator, table and sanitary racks 
complete the equipment in this de- 
partment. 

The cooking utensils are all heavy 
stamped aluminum, many times thick- 
er and heavier than the ordinary al- 
uminumware used in private homes. 

All this equipment was either man- 
ufactured in the Wright plant, or was 
handled by the Wright company as 
agents for the patented devices em- 
ployed.

Paste may be made from 
kinds of fruit-pulp after the 
has been drained off for jelly, 
may be made from canned or 
fruit.

When the paste is thick and clear, 
turn it onto a platter which has been 
brushed with unsalted fat. Let it 
stand and dry until a film forms over

it onto a wire screen and dry it until 
it loses its stickiness. To get the 
hest results, avoid long, slow drying. 
In winter a wire sereen placed over 
a radiator offers an excellent means 
of drying such pastes and candied 


| fruits. 


Do not dry any of these products 
in the oven, for oven-dried confec- 
tions are apt to be dark in color. 
Roll the paste in paraffin paper and 


'pack it in tin boxes or glass jars for 


future use. Paraffin paper is to be 
preferred to thin oil paper, which 
sticks to the paste. 

Such a paste is a sweet in itself.

sprinkle the paste with cugar when 
storing or packing it, as the sugar 
melts and makes the paste sticky, 

The paste may also be used- for 
garnishes, for salads, fruit cocktails 
and desserts. It may be cut in small 
pieces, rolled in flour and used in 
cakes, cookies and puddings.—From 
The Delineator.

1 pound butter, 2 ecvps _light- 
brown sugar, 9 eggs, 1 cup strong

The weed for special motion pictures 
te children, high praise-for the splen- 
did work of the better films commit- 
tee of Atlanta, and a plea for further 
work in attaining and maintaining 
the highest levels in motion picture 
production were the features of the 
address delivered by Colonel Jason 
Joy, executive secretary of the com- 
mittee on public relations of the Mo- 
tion Picture Producers and Distribu- 
tors of America, at the November 
luncheon of the better films commit- 
tee 

Colonel Joy was introduced by Mrs. 
Alonzo Richardson, president of the 
eommitiee, who described in a few 
words the splendid service done by 
Colonel Joy in bringing the motion 
pieture to the present high levels. “I 
Had no idea the work had progressed 
a far,” said, Colonel Joy in opening 
lis address, referring to the reports 
of the various subcommittee chair- 
om “The work of Mrs. Newton 

ing and her committee is a tre- | 
mendous achievement in itself and | 
the committee should be proud of | 
that work. 

“The principal

AtW.C.T.U. Meeting 


Following are the resolutions passed 
by the Georgia W. C. T. U. at its re- 
cent state convention: 

Total Abstinence—Since science has dem- 
onstrated that alcohol is a poison, and total 
abstinence from alcoholic liquors the only 
safe and sane law of life; and since the 
Manufacture and sale of intoxicating liquors 
have been prohibited by the constitution of 
the nited States, we urge even greater 
effort to secure total abstinence for the 
individua). 

World Prohibition—We rejoice in the ad- 
vancement of prohibition sentiment ifm the 
nations federated in the World’s Woman's 
Christian Temperance union, and knowing 
that these nations are engerly noting the 
economic and moral benefits already se- 
cured through the eighteenth amendment: 
to the constilution of the UWnited States, 
we pledge them onur continued cooperation 
and that we will press forward to the goal 
of world prohibition. 


Peace and World Court—We believe that 
the United States shof¥d ally herself wiih 
the other nations for the eonsummation of | 
on enduring peace and stabilization of the 
life of the world. We declare the policy 
of isolation to be selfish and un-(Christian, 
and heartily favor entrance into a world) 
court. | 


Law Enforcement—Believing that respect 
for and obedience to ail law is necessary 
for the prosperity and preservation of the 
government and that the creation of sent; 
ment for any law will seucre its enforce- 
ment; we, therefore, pledge ourselves as 
individuals, members and as organization 
to put forth our best efforts for a sentiment 
Which will demand the enforcement of the! 
prohibition law and its impartial execution. 
We condemn the practice prevalent in some 
jurisdictions, of imposing smal! fines upon 
prominent white offenders against the pro- 
hibition laws, while chaingang sentences are 
given negroes for similar offenses. 

We urge judges and juries impose |

of the Volstead act. .. ., 

Interferring With Execution of Law—Be- 
lieving there are three things essential to

cr not, actually encouraging lawlessness 
and crueity.

During the civil war in 1863 and 
1864, President Lincoln issued a proc- 
lamation recommending annual 
Thanksgivings.

The 
states to whieh we sent oratorieal 
committees holding out our good right 
handi—were at that tim® and are to- 
day, standing with open arms, and 
crying out to Castle Garden and the 
eastern states; “Come over and help 
us!” 

‘To illustrate: Georgia and Wis- 
consin have approximately the same 
humber in population. In 1920 Geor- 


gia was the 15th state in population. 


As 1 shall show, Georgia by 1922 had 
worked her way to the 12th place in, 


the ranks of the great states. 

Just here. I beg to state a pertinent 
fact: In 1920, 17.5 per cent of Wis- 
consin’s population was foreign born; 
Georgia’s only six-tenths of 1 per cent. 
Not the slightest objection to foreign- 
ers provided they are of the right 
stamp. <All my life in my native city 


—Augusta, and elsewhere in this state) 


—TI[ have known foreigners as among. 
our most useful and respected 
Zens. 

My own judgment is that the small! 
per cent of foreigners in this state 
is attributable to the presence of the 
negro.

Does Georgia need an inerease 
Let us see to what ex- 
tent we have increased our number 
during the two decades last past: 

In I) Georgia’s population per 
square mile was $7.7, in 1910 it was 
144.4; in 1920 it was 49.3. The per 
cent of inérease per decade was 17.7 
and 11.0, respectively. Between 
and 1920, the inerease was 30 per 
cent. Wisconsin's increase was 12.8 
and 12.7 per cent, respectively, Be 
tween 1900 and 1920, it was 27.2 per 
cent per square mile. The compari- 
sons cited are self-explanatory. 

Recently an official estimate was 
made by the government of population 
by states in the middle of the fiscal 
year, 1922.

Text of Today’s Bible Talk 


by Mi. Bryan. 
(Luke 10 :25-37) 

And, behold, a certain lawyer 
stood up, and tempted him, say- 
ing, Master, what shall I do to 
inherit eternal life? . 

He said unto him, What is 
ten in the law? how readest thou? 

And he answering raid, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy 
soul, and with all thy strength, 
and with all thy mind: and thy 
neighbor as thyself. 

And he said unto him, Thou 
hast answered right: this do, and 
thou shalt live. 

But he, -illing to justify him- 
self, said unto Jesus, And who 
is my neighbor? 

And Jesus answering said, A 
certain man went down from Je- 
rusalem to Jericho, and fell 
among thieves, which stripped him 
of his raiment, and wounded him, 
and departed, leaving bim half 
dead. 

And bg chance there came down 
a certain priest that way: and 
when he saw him, he passed by 
on the wther side. 

And likewise a Levite, when he 
was at the place, came and look- 
ed on him, and passed by on the 
other side. 

But a certain Samaritan, as he 
journeyed, came where he was; 
and when he saw him, he had com- 
passion on him, 

And went to him, and bound up 
his wounds, pouring in oil and 
wine, and set him on his own 
beast, and brought him to an ifn, 
and took care of him. 

And on the morrow when he de- 
parted, he took out two pence, and 
gave them to the host. and said 
unto him, Take care of him: and 
whatsoever thou spendest more, 
when I come again, I will repay 
thee. 
Which now of these three, 
thinkest thou, was neighbor unto 
him that fell among the thieves? 

And he said, He that shewed 
merey on him. Then eaid Jesus 
unto him, Go, and do thon like- 
wise, 


Jesus’ parable uf the Good Samari- 
tan does more than’ define the word 
‘neighbor’; it teaches a sumber of 
lessons—all of them important. 


First, it illustrates the Savior’s 
marvelous skill in answerizug ques- 
tions. 

He was surrounded by enemies and 
beset by those who attempted to en- 
tran Him. The fact that He could 
avoid the traps anc outwit His an- 
tagonists proves a superiority which 
cunnot be accounted for by His train- 
ing or environment. He was not 
highly educated, except in the “law 
and the prophets.” John describes 
Him as “unlettered,” and yet His 
language is the chcicest and His style 
"nsurpaseed. 

But even more remarkable than 
His skill in answering all questions 
put to Him is the universality of His 
Philosophy; it covered all the vital 
subjects.. The inquiriers approached 
Him from every angle, but they’ found 
no weak spot in His armor. 

And His replies were practical. He 
has been called visionary, and yet, 
while His scheme of salvation was 
brought down from heaven, included 
everyone and extended from everlast- 
ing to everlasting, He never overlook- 
ed the Now and the Here, His 
thought embraced the smallest star as 
well as the largest sun. 

Christ’s Liberality. 

The parable of the Good Samari- 
tan illustrates Llis liberality. 

There was a line drawn between 
the Jews and the Samaritans—they 
were unfriendly. He ignored this line, 
even to the extent of commending the 
Samaritan at the expense of the Jew. 

He recognied merit wherever He 
found it; how somety would be trans- 
formed if al! followed His example. 

He not only commended, when they 
deserved it, those unfriendly to the 
Jews, but He condemned, when they 
deserved it, the Jewish religion 
teaches. 

He reverenced the priesthood and 

yet He did not hesitate to chastise 
them when they neglected duty or 
were unkind. 
. In this parable He used a familiar 
case, ac He always did. He never 
used ah unfamiliar thing to illustrate 
a thing which He was trying to make 
clear, and His illustrations were nevy- 
er far-fetched. 

In the parable of the Sower. for 
instance, He spoke as if there were a 
farmer in sight, whose movements 
might be watched by Hig auditors, so 
lifelike was the picture. Likewise, 
in the Prodigal Son parable—“A cer- 
tain man had two aeons, etc.”; His 
hearers may have known of just such 


Aa case, 
Dramatic Narratives. 

It was the same with the parable 
that we etudy today. “A certain man 
went down from Jerusalem to 
Jericho.” 

It was not necessary to explain 
hat the road ran through a_ wild, 
desert country and that 
were frequent along the road; that 
was ynderstood by those to whom He 
was talking. This man fell among 
robbers, who atripped him and beat 
tim, and departed, leaving him half 
dead, 

Christ’s narratives are dramatic. 
They reach the maximum in impres- 
siveness, because He brings out the 
nossible but unexpected. 

If the priest that “passed by on 
the other side” had stopped and cared 
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(hated race. 


for the wounded man; the __ story 
would wot have been told. It would 
have no point, because it was the 
duty of the priest to render just such 
aid as this poor man needed. When 
he faileé to do his duty, the failure 
deserved mention and censure. 

But one failure was not enough to 
sufficiertly impress the lesson that 
Christ bad in mind. 

A Levite came along also. It was 
likewise his business to succor the 
victi.a-lying in the road, but he, too, 
“passe] by on the other side.” 

Striking Contrasts. 


The condemnation of these twe 


would have been complete if another |- 


Jew—not a priest or a Levite, put 
just an ordinary layman, so to speak 


_—had rendered the assistance which 


the priest and the Levite were in duty 
bound to render. That would have 
been anu important lesson, but the 
case would not have been as strong 
as it was made. 

To make the contrast as striking as 
possible, the layman who did for the 
bruised and bleeding man what the 
priest and Levite should have done 
but did not do was of another race— 
hot onlw of another race, but of a 
He was a Samaritan— 
a member of a rate that had no dea 
ings with the Jews, or the Jews with 
them. 

How would it have been possible to 
the virtue of neighborliness 
more clearly or to make the virtue 
more pttractive and impressive? 

We have here an antithesis, un- 
surpassed when measured by rhetoric- 
al rules, as well as unsurpassed when 
measured by the highest moral stan- 
dard. 

In this parable Christ presents a 
doctrine that contrasts strongly with 
the teachings of Confucius. 

In the first place, the Chinese pbi- 
losopher laid emphasis on the per- 
pendicular relationships, if I may so 
de.cribe them. 

He dwelt upon the np-and-down 
duty of the king to his ministers, and 
of the ministers to the king, also upon 
the duty of the ministers to the peo- 
ple and of the people to the ministers, 
He stressed, too, the relationship be- 
tween the father and the oldest son. 

Chrisi’s teachings on the contrary, 
included the horizontal relationships 
as well—that is, the duty of man to 
man, as well as the duty of man to 
God. 

Calculating Selfishness. 

Still more striking is the difference 
between Christ and Confucius in their 
teachings as to the amount or extent 
of the service that one should render 
to another. - 

When asked whether there was any 
one word that would cover all the re- 
lations of life, Confucius suggested the 
word “reciprocity.” 

Recfprocity? That is one of the 
most selfish words in the language; 
it describes a calculating selfishness— 
a trading of benefits. 

It means that we should do good to 
those who do good to us—that is, re- 
turn exactly the amount of good that 
we receive. It means the very op- 
posite oi the word “benevolence,” a 
virtue taught by Christ. 

The parable of the good Samaritan 
admirably presents the doctrine of 
unselfish benevolence—if there can be 
any other kind of benevolence. 

The victim of the robbers had never 
rendered any service whatever to the 
Samaritan: he and his benefactor 
were not only unknown to each other, 
hut were separated by racial enmity. 
The one who showed mercy—was 
not paying back a debt that he owed 
for kindnesses previously done. It was 


not a matter of reciprocity. 


Christlike Conduct. 


Neither was the Samaritan cal- 
culating on future benefits that he 
might receive. He was simply being 
Christlike: the word “Christlike”’ is 
the word for which “neighborly” is a 
synonym. The Samaritan was giv- 
ing, not to pay back what he had re- 
ceived or could receive; he was simply 
doing what needed to be done. 

It is Christlike to do what is need- 
ed and as much as is needed just be- 
cause it is needed. 

The Christian world is filled with 
institutions which are established in 
the spirit of Christ and conducted on 
the Samaritan plan. 

The insane are cared for, the hope- 
lessly insane; what return can they 
make? 

The aged are cared for; their pow- 
er to muke return is passed. 

The sick and the defective are cared 
for; all who need help are cared for, 
and are cared for to the extent that 
they need help. 

In many cases it is “bread cast upon 
the water’: we never know when un- 
selfish service will be repaid—we are 
even helpless to prevent repayment of 
things done in a Christlike spirit with- 
out thought of repayment. The gen- 
erous and unselfish, because they give 
as the spring gives, without wasting 
time in an effort to calculate returns, 
reap a larger harvest from the food 
they do than those who never sow ex- 
cept when they feel certain of a profit. 
The largest dividends that man re- 
ceives are those paid upon investments 
made in humanity without thought of

This division is no part 
of the original Bible, and the whoie 
Bible existed for a thousand years 
without chapters and for fifteen hun- 
dred years without verses.

editor of the German edition, con- 
siders these youthful letters of Ernst 
Haeckel among the most precious in 
the whole of epistolary Kterature. 
He also writes: “More surprising than 
anything else to everyone who knows 
only the later monist Ernst Haeckel, 
is the frct of his sincere Christianity, 
which is expressed over and over 
again in the letters. But the change 
to a naturalist and monist is in 
course of preparation, is beginning, 
and is leading to grave internal and 
extern:] struggles. . , . his 
spiritual development, which reveals 
itself in thrilling soul outpourings,

It was 
characteristic of the man to hold a 
class of Practical Zoology on Sunday 
forenoons, and we fancy that he often 
‘dared himself’ to be nonecomformist. 
There was a passionate convinced- 
ness about him that made him un- 
necessarily aggressive, but if any man 
was better than his creed it was 
Haeckel. He was a wholesome man, 
loving the beautiful, worshiping na- 
ture (Natura sive Deus, to him), with 
Goethe for Bible. and very genial and 
unselfishly helpful to his fellowmen.

Haeckel’s ambition at first was to 
make the study of botany his life- 
work, but his father overruled this 
desire and sent him to a medical col- 


lege at Wurzburg. A _ collection of 
his letters to his parents, written be- 
tween the years 1852 and 1856 dur- 
ing nis university days at Wurzburg, 
has been published under the title, 
“The Story of the Development of a 
Youth.”

Certain of Our RaiJroad Commoa 
Stocks Have Attained an Invest- 
ment Position as a Result of 
Sound Management of the Prop- 
erties Over a Long Period. 


The Investor 


PAUL WILLARD GARRETT 


N the lively market for railroad securities since the election hundreds 
of people have, for the first time in years, begun to study issues junior 
to*bonds. Believing that the general situation now is favorable to rail- 
road securities, some investors desire to admit a conservative proportion 
of sound rail stocks to their lists. 

Investors of that type of mind should, of course, consult the invest- 
ment manuals rather than the market quotations. In selecting stocks 
that can be relied upon for dividends, fundamentals are what count. 
Stocks that are fundamentally sound may or may not be the ones to 
move forward most rapidly in a particular market; they cannot, there- 
fore, be picked except by analyses. 

* Leoking at the Surplus. 

Assuming that an investor is Justified in admitting railroad common 
stocks to his list—and some investors should stick to the gilt-edged 
bonds—he may consider several things: 

(1) The railroad’s territory should be analyzed for its possibilities of 
future growth, and the railroad for its ability to share in the growth, 

(2) Conservative management and a clean record over a period of 
years always add a quality to railroad securities that nothing else can 
establish. 

(3) The capital structure should be sound; that is, the capitalization 
should bear a conservative relation to the property’s valuation; the ratio 
of bonds to stocks should indicate a good balance; and, finally, the struc- 
ture should be one that offers good means for future financing. 

Almost any road that meets these requirements will have built up a 
substantial surplus, a thing of greater value than the average investor 
appreciates. 

Atchison’s Large Surplus. 

The Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway frequently is referred to 
as a model company from most standpoints, for it meets in happy fashion 
the tests for quality that analysts apply. Persons who conclude that 
Atchison common is selling too high on the ground that the indicated 
yield is relatively low fail to take everything into account. In the present 
market, for example, the stock at 113 offers a return of only 5$.30 per 
|cent. About that much could be had from the preferred. 
| The common stock sells where it does in part because of the sub- 
'Stantial surplus that the company has built up over a long period of years 
_and which adds a value in addition to that as a 6 per cent dividend payer. 
In 1923 alone, Atchison, after meeting all interest and dividend require- 
ments, added $21,925,078 to surplus, so that by the end of last year the 
total stood at $165,000,000. Plowing of surplus funds back into a 
|property, rather than paying excessive dividend rates, makes possible 
larger returns to stockholders when distribution finally is made. Further- 
more, the surplus broadens the property valuation on which the road 
may earn to the benefit of the stockholders. 

An Investment in Atchison. 

Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe railway’s common stock sold at 18 back 
in 1900, and now is approximately 10 points from its best level on 
record. However, the issue must be judged by the improved earning posi- 
tion of the stock, not strictly by the indicated yield or the relation of 
present to earlier quotations. 

Dividends have been paid in every year for more than two decades, 
and since 1910 the rate has been 6 per cent. While reasonable amounts 
have been paid out in dividends, the large amounts carried to surplus 
year after year are what sweeten the stock.

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Donald MacMillan in the Arctic

On the 13th we were away, E-took- 
a-shoo, Ka-ko-tee-a, Koo-e-tig-e-to 
and myself, on a 400-mile trip. It was 
good to be on the trail again, with 
no darkness to contend with, no biting 
winds. But there were other things 
we did not contemplate. 


Ten hours’ travel found us across 
Smith Sound and snugly in camp on 
the sea ice a mile from the Greely 
camp. One seal only was seen in 
crossing; our dogs went to bed sup- 
perless. 

Wednesday, the 14th, was a hard 
day, due to the deep snow of Buch- 
anan Strait. I alone had snow shoes, 
so | broke trail. Eskimos do not like 
the snow shoe. 

When we broke camp Thursday 
E-took-a-shoo suggested that we try 
the tidal crack of the Bache peninsula. 
This is the break between the sea ice 
and the ice foot attached to the land. 
When the tide wells up, deep snows 
absorb the water like a blotter, giv- 
ing a hard sledging surface. E-took-a- 
shoo was right.

From the height of land we de- 
scended into a valley. At six in the 
evening we encountered a straight 
drop of twenty feet in the river bed 
leading into a real gorge filled with 
impassable drifts.

In the morning we started over the 
grit and gravel and stones and even 
rock. How 1 hated the sound of the 
cutting of our steel runners which we 
had polished so laboriously.

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ALEXANDROFF, 
well-known painter, had his 
plans made to leave Moscow 
the other day for a trip of 
several weeks to the south 
of Russia. His young and 

beautiful wife accompanied him to 
the railway station to see him off, and 
just as the train was about to leave 
she put her face up to his to give and 
receive the usual farewell kisses. 

Barely had the husband put his 
arms about his wife and pressed his 
lips to hers when someone seized him 
rudely by the shoulder. It was a po- 
lice officer, who said: 

“You are under arrest. Kissing:in 
public places is against the law.” 

Alexandroff was highly indignant. 
He had no idea that among the many 
strange laws under which Russia lives 
nowadays there was one to forbid a 
man kissing his lawful wife—on a 
hailroad station platform or anywhere 
else. 

He protested that the arrest was an 
outrage, but the officer insisted on 
leading him and his wife off to the 
police station. There Alexandroff was 
surprised and dismayed to learn that 
he and Mrs. Alexandroff really had 
become lawbreakers when they kissed 
each other.

the second, 50 rubles, and so 
on, until habitual kissing be- 
comes a pastime that only mil- 
lionaires can afford. 

lf the convicted kisser is un- 
able or unwilling to pay the 
fine imposed the alternative 
penalty provided by the edict is 
a month in the workhouse. 

Alexandroff and his wife 
were, as he found out, the first 
persons to be arrested in Mos- 
cow for violation of the anti-kissing 
law. He abandoned his plans for his 
trip and engaged the ablest lawyer he 
could find. | 

The outcome of the trial is a rather 
amusing commentary on the condi- 
tions which seem to prevail in many 
Soviet courts. 

The magistrate before whom the 
Alexandroffs were arraigned was un- 
til recently a prosperous undertaker, 


and he _ has 
neither the 
training nor the 
inclination to 
pay any atten- 
tion to 
precedents.

Kissing twice on the cheek is the 
kiss of hopes and expectations of 
good luck.

Kissing three times on the cheek 
means devoted affection. The Czar 
kissed his most beloved ministers in 
his way, while those whom he mere- 
ly respected he kissed only once. 

A man kisses a woman’s hand once 
as a token of respect—for the same 
eason that a Frenchman or German 
lifts his hat. If a woman offers her 
hand immediately for a second kiss 
it means she expects from him more 
than chivalry. 


FYNHE kissing of a woman’s hand 


three times means a man’s adora- 
tion. If she accepts it only coldly she 
immediately draws back her hand, but 
if she welcomes it she extends her 
other hand to be kissed in the same 
Way.

The prince was admittedly on the 
point of becoming engaged this spring 
to Mrs. Mabelle Gilman Coréy, the for- 
mer American musical comedy star, 
whose marriage to William Ellis Corey, 
president of the United States Steel 
Corporation, furnished one of the 
queerest dramas of American life. Both 
admitted that they had a great admira- 
tion for one another and that their 
engagement might not be long delayed. 

Americans who have been to Paris 
or follow its life with interest will nat- 
urally be curious to know what a young 
prince can have done bad enough to 
justify his expulsion from that city. 
Their curiosity cannot be fully gratified. 
The explanation of his expulsion issued 
by the prefecture of police is as fol- 
lows: 

‘A matter too delicate to explain 
gives us reasons for the expulsion. The 
prince must leave France before to- 
morrow noon.” 

The accounts printed in the Paris 
newspapers said that the prince was 
on a tour looking for the picturesque 
sights or perhaps the slums of old Paris 
when he met a man who effered to

The prince jumped to the window, 
threw it open and called for help. Two 
cyclist policemen heard his cry, went to 
his assistance and arrested the two pre- 
tended sailors. Then the prefect of 
police, under instructions from the gov- 
ernment, expelled the prince from 
France. 

Complications came thick and fast. 
King Alfonso of Spain ordered his cou- 
sin to be deprived of his royal Spanish 
honors because his offense was so dis- 
graceful. This order was all the more 


Surprising because the king himself 
was threatened at the time with a revo- 
lution and the loss of his throne on 
account of his dissipations and gayeties 
in France.

ings. The Bourbon-Orleans family 
are descended from the notorious 
Duke of Orleans, who lived at the 
time of the French Revolution and 
helped to send his cousin, King Louis 
XVI, to his execution.

He became a member 
of the Convention, voted for every 
revolutionary law, and when titles were 
abolished he called himself ‘Philippe 
Egalite’ (Philip Equality). 


He reached the climax of his radi- 
calism when he voted for the execution 
of his cousin, King Louis XVI. This 
king, by the way, was the only virtuous 
Bourbon monarch, and the conctTusien 
seems unavoidable that he was sent to 
the guillotine for his stupidity. 

Violence, of course, went much_fur- 
ther than the conscienceless Duke of 
Orleans expected, and there was no 
longer any chance of his becoming 
king. When the extremist Jacobins 
acquired supreme power they promptly 
cut off “Philip Equality’s’” head with 
the guillotine. 

During the early nineteenth century 
the elder Bourbons showed considerable 
resentment against the Orleans branch 
for having participated in the execution 
of the head of the family, but in recent 
times the episode has been overlooked 
and marriages have been numerous |e- 
tween the Orleans princes and the other 
branches, 

Prince Antoine of Bourbon-Orleans, 
the father of the Prince expelled from 
France, has had a remarkable collec- 
tion of difficulties and scandals.

separated from him for years, has pub- 
licly complained that he maintained one 
of his favorites in a house in sight of 
her own in Paris.

She declared that he 
had given it to her and refused to give 
it up, while he maintained that he had 
only lent it to her for her occasional 
use. He then summoned her to court, 
and the judge ordered her to return the 
necklace, 

After this the prince sold the neck- 
lace to a jeweler for $200,000, said to 
be about one-tenth of its real value. On 
hearing of this, his family declared that 
he had no right to dispose of the jewel, 
as it was a family heirloom. Spanish 
officials placed the prince’s property in 
Spain under guardianship until he had 
restored the jewel. The prince retorted 
that King Alfonso was trying to obtain 
possession of his property in order to 
pay for some of his own enormous ex- 
lravagances, 

The Infanta Eulalia, who became 
well known to Americans long ago be- 
cause she came here as Spanish repre- 
sentative during the Chicago Colum- 
bian exposition, declared that she was 
poverty-stricken on account of her hus- 
band’s conduct, and that she wished to 
obtain a divorce. No divorce is per- 
mitted in Spain and Spanish subjects 
cannot sue for one in France. The In- 
fanta Eulalia was therefore in an un- 
happy predicament.

Three of us reached the land. E- 
took-a-shoo, behind, was nearly blown 
out af the bay, but he came up at last 
with a ‘“‘Now! I-o,” and a smile. 

In the bottom of the gulch w? 
pitched the tent. The wind roared over 
our head, but we were secure. 

Monday we crossed the fiord. Seal 
holes and bear tracks spurred the dogs 
on. Ka-ko-tee-a brought in an Arctic 
hare, our supper, and lumps of coal 
with which to cook it. A country 
with food, fuel and clothing should be 
called rich in natural resources. This 
country has all three in abundance. | 
do not venture to state how many 
thousands or millions of tons of coal 
there are, 

As yet we had seen no musk-oxen, 
but their tracks were everywhere, as 
in former years. . 

On Tuesday we drove down the 
fiord toward Eureka Sound in grad- 
ually. deepening snow, scanning the 
hills for musk-oxen and the sea ice for 
polar bears. 

E-took-a-shoo glanced back. He 
Stopped his dogs. ‘Ah-mow!” he 
called. A lone white wolf was fol- 
lowing our trail. We both recalled 
a similar experience ten years before 
when a big lone wolf came up behind 
us and stood within twenty yards, and 
we had no rifle! Now we had 
three of the best. Ka-ko-tee-a 


one of the herds Sound asleep on the 
top of the highest hill. 


We fastened our dogs securely to 
rocks except five dogs on a leash. 

At the summit we peered from be- 
hind a rock. Two of the animals were 
just rising to their feet. The Eskimos 
released their dogs. The musk-oxen 
scrambled to their feet, including one 
calf. 1 rushed on and set up the 
camera seventy-five feet from them, 
remembering that | had never seen 
them charge more than fifty feet. 

The twelve animals and calf were 
in one mass, huddled, and all facing 
out from the center. This is their 
only formation. The full grown face 
the enemy and most of the fighting 
is done by the bulls, who charge with 
head low to the ground to pick up a 
dog or wolf. They never charge far 
for fear of being surrounded. 


There is no regularity in their time 
of charging. I have seen them stand 
with lowered heads rubbing their 
noses on their forelegs for several 
minutes and I have seen all the bulls 
out at once. 

Following the first rapid and de- 
termined efforts of the bulls to 
drive away the dogs | approached 
within twenty-five feet of the line and 
secured both moving and still photo- 
graphs. One bull charged past me at 
least thirty feet, turned and rushed 
back, brushing the camera. His hoof 


meat, snorted, and 


peatedly. 

These animals could be easily do- 
mesticated if they were worth it; for 
before the day was over we could 
stroke the head of this little calf and 
take him in our arms. But there is 
more and better wool on a sheep and 
as meat a large animal dressed would 
not weigh 200 pounds. 

It rained on Thursday, May 2 
remained in camp. 

On Friday the wind was violent. 

Saturday we decided to start for 
home by way of the head of Bay 
Fiord and the ice cap. We covered 
thirty-five miles in eleven hours. At 
the end, with every step we broke 
through the crust.

FY\WO musk-oxen were seen feed- 

ing on the hills on the south 
side. We passed them by as we have 
hundreds in this section. I have en- 
deavored to teach my Eskimos never 
to kill unless really in need of meat 
or clothing. 

In looking back along my trail 
covered by years of Arctic sledging 
only a few mountain peaks break the 
horizon. Sunday, May 25, stands 
apart. Neither work nor toil is a fit- 
ting word to express what we did. 
Sledging and automobiling are in no 
way related, although both are modes 
of travel. Dog driving is a curious 


sible. In five minutes we were in 
snow up to our knees. We labored 
along, the dogs at times literally un- 
able to advance a step. When dogs 
stop in heavy going, the sledge must 
be started again by the driver with 
main strength and kept going until 
the dogs with tight traces are pulling 
together. To start a heavy loaded 
sledge up a steep hill tightens every 
muscle in the body. 

When we reached the summit— 
after all our work it seemed as high 
as Mount Washington, but it was not 
more than 500 feet—the prospect 
ahead was far from encouraging. 


If this deep snow continued it 
would take us four or five days at 
least to get over the glacier. Noth- 
ing could be obtained for dog food. 

In the morning we started again. 
To my astonishment the Eskimos be- 
gan to unpack their sledges. What 
now? Each one opened a large seal 
skin sleeping bag, placed a part of 
his load on top, and lacea the bag. 
It resembled a large sausage. They 
were lightening their load to pre- 
vent the sledge from sinking to the 
cross bars. 

The sausages were now in tow. 
There was very little, if any, increase 
in pace. A short time later Koo-e- 
tig-e-to passed all three of us going 
strong. | looked for the .sausage. 
It was gone. Some time later | saw 

him tip up his sledge and roll 


lay down on the trail behind 
the sealing screen while we 
drove on. Mr. Wolf, curi- 
ous, trotted right up. 

| had real that a wolf is 
extremely hard to kill. I be- 
lieve this after seeing the ter- 
rible wound which laid bare 
his vitals. He turned and 
with a second shot through 
his hind quarters ran fully a 
half mile back before drop- 
ping. He measured six feet 
trom nose to end of tail and 
three feet in girth. He was 
six inches higher at the shoul- 
der than our largest dog and 
weighed 150 pounds. He was 
an old male, probably been 
driven out of the pack by a 


younger wolf. Such happens 
also among musk-oxen and 
walrus. 

While Koo-e-tig-e-to was 
driving back for the wolf, 
E-took-a-shoo with the 
glasses made a minute exam- 
ination of a large river valley abreast 
our sledges. I heard him say to him- 
Self, ‘“‘Il-shoo-wo!’’ which means “‘I 
thought so!” Two herds were graz- 
ing, one of twelve and the other of 
ten animals. The light was unsatis- 
factory fro photography so | decided 
to await a bright day for my motion 
pictures. 

| do not consider the musk-ox as 
dangerous to man if he remains at 
titty yards, but I have never encoun- 
tered them without dogs. Baumann. 
of the Sverdrup expedition of 1898- 
1902, was attacked by a herd of thir- 
ty in King Oscar land. His back was 
to the edge ofa precipice. He \ elled, 
waved both arms and ran through 
them. They followed and renewed the 
attack twice before his dogs arrived. 
Lieutenant Rawson, of the Nares ex- 
pedition of 1875-76, attacked a cow 
with calf with a knife. Deciding that 
the small knife would not reach a vi- 
tal spot he lashed it to his alpinestock 
and finally killed her.

We 
did not use our axes; the vibration 
might start something.

As we drove out on the surface of 
the lake I knew we were the last to 
go through that pass for thousands of 
years to come.

A yell from the ever watching Es- 
kimos aroused the men on the Bows 
doin. They came rushing out to meet 
us, telling us all was well on board.
